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To the Voters of Northumberland: 


Thinking that you may be interested in a few state- 
ments regarding our schools, in addition to those found in 
the financial statement given above, I am offering the 
following items. 

The Schools of Northumberland are now consolidated 
into three buildings: two in Groveton Village and one at 
South Groveton. For a long time it has been an accepted 
fact that better opportunities can be offered to one large 
group of pupils than can be offered to several small 
groups. In buildings where several teachers are working 
it is possible to arrange the work so that each teacher 
may teach the special subjects in which she is especially 
interested and has made special preparation. This in- 
sures better instruction than is usually possible in a_ 
rural school. Special courses, such as Manual Training, 
Domestic Arts, Music, etc., which are not usually practi- 
cal in a small school, are being offered in our village 
schools. Until recently a very serious drawback to con- 
solidation was the discomfort which came from trans- 
porting pupils long distances in horse drawn vehicles. 
Now, with our heated motor busses pupils are able to 
ride for four or five miles with less hardship than would 
be required to walk one mile. 

The number of pupils in our schools seems to remain 
about constant from year to year. Last year the total 
registration was 603. One hundred thirty-five of these 
were in the Senior High School, 95 in the Junior High 
School, 353 at the Elementary Building and 20 at South 
Groveton. Twenty-eight of these were non-resident 
pupils. These non-resident pupils are scattered through 
all of the grades so that their attendance does not require 
any more teaching force than would be required for our 
own pupils, while the tuition received helps out on our 
expenses. 

During the last few years we have given several 
mental tests to pupils in all of the grades. The results 
seem to indicate that our pupils are, on the whole, of 
about the same ability as those found in other places. 
Achievement tests, which check up on the work done by 
our pupils indicate that they are advancing at a very 
creditable rate of speed.

During the last few years a large proportion of our 
high school graduates have gone to higher institutions. 
The excellent records which they have made and are 
making, indicate that the training which they received 
in the schools of Groveton was of a high standard. 


We are fortunate this year, as we have been in other 
years, in having an efficient corps of teachers. Teachers 
do not, as a rule, remain in a small town for a long period, 
unless it happens to be their home town or near their 
home. As soon as they have gained enough experience to 
secure a position in a city, they are quite likely to leave 
us and go elsewhere. With the exception of our local 
teachers we do not have a teacher in town who has re- 
mained in the same position for five years. While fre- 
quent changes are not desirable, I see no easy way of 
holding our teachers for longer periods. More pay would 
probably hold them a little longer but, unless we could 
outbid the cities by a fairly large margin, teachers would 
continue to leave the small towns. We have found in the 
past that it is impossible to get good experienced teachers 
to come from the Southern part of the state to Groveton. 
They prefer to go south rather than north. About the 
only thing to do seeins to be to hire the very, best inex- 
perienced teachers that we can secure and be willing to 
release them when they can do better elsewhere. At our 
Elementary building we are fortunate in having several 
teachers who, because this is their home or near their 
homes, are staying on year after year. There is no doubt 
but that a teacher of experience can do better work than 
the same teacher without experience. 


The cost of our schools increased steadily from 1920 to 
1926. Since that date there has been a slight but constant 
decrease. While most of this decrease has been due to a 
decrease in our debt and interest account, the actual run- 
ning expense last year was $2,364.00 less than in 1926. 
It seems to me as though we have probably reached the 
minimum and cannot expect further reduction. 


The greatest item of cost is Teachers’ salaries. This 
item cannot be reduced without dangerously impairing 
our school system. Transportation is a large item but I 
believe that we are getting good value for our money. 
Supplies and equipment are expensive but it is poor 
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economy to hire high priced workmen and then give 
them poor tools to work with. The School Board and the 
Superintendent are doing their best to keep the cost of 
our schools as low as is consistent with a high standard 
of accomplishment. 


The burning of the school building at South Groveton 
last winter forced the School Committee to provide some 
method of keeping the pupils of that neighborhood in 
school. Three propositions were discussed: to transport 
the pupils to Groveton; to build a new building; to re- 
model the old Number 6 building. The first proposition 
seemed impractical, at least until the state road is com- 
pleted. The Committee found that the cost of building a 
new building which would meet the state requirements 
would cost at least $3,500.00. It-seemed best, therefore, to 
remodel the Number 6 building. This was done at an 
expense of about $800.00. The building is now in better 
condition than the one which burned. Just now there are 
more pupils to transport than would be the case if the 
building was located in the Number 7 district but that 
may not always be the case. 


For nearly two years we have successfully transported 
the pupils from Northumberland to Groveton and it does 
not seem likely that the building at Northumberland will 
be used again for school purposes. An article will prob- 
ably be inserted in the warrant at our next school meet- 
ing to see if the voters care to dispose of this building. 


At our Elementary building the pupils who come on 
the school teams have not always had a suitable place in 
which to eat their dinners. To provide such a place the 
Committee has recently fitted up a room in the basement. 
I believe that this was a very wise move. The pupils now 
have a clean, comfortable room, provided with tables, 
benches and running water. A teacher is in charge of 
this room each day. 

As we review our schools, as we compare our build- 
ings, our equipment, our teachers and our pupils, with 
those found in other places we cannot help taking a great 
deal of pride in the fact that Northumberland has good 
schools. 

I wish here to express my appreciation of the wonder- 
ful spirit of cooperation which has prevailed among our 
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teachers, janitors, pupils and parents during the pi st few 
years. Let me invite you once more to visit your sch 
and see for yourselves. ) eae
